Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 and 6-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, in 
combination with the other limitations of the independent claimi, a heat rod assembly 
for pre-heater used in a vehicle wherein the insulator is formed with a bottom recess, 
which extends lengthwise along the insulator in order to receive the positive terminal 
therein, and wherein the insulator is provided at both longitudinal ends thereof with 
fixing protrusions, which are inserted into coupling holes formed in the positive terminal, 
and independent claims 11-13, a pre-heater for a vehicle wherein the coupling unit 
includes a clip capable of coupling the heat rod assembly, the heat pin assembly and 
the negative terminal with the side frames; and wherein the side frames have a channel 
structure, both ends of the clip are bent such that the both ends of the clip are locked 
with flanges formed in upper portions of the side frames, and the housings have 
coupling slots, respectively, for receiving end portions of the side frames.
